Distribution of advertising 
matter will be in charge of 
George B. Morgridge, F. H. 
Hartman and H. W. Sander, with 
the assistance of the Boy Scouts. 
In addition to the literature and 
posters to be distributed Chair¬ 
man Nuetzel has secured the 
hearty cooperation of a number 
of patriotic merchants in a series 
of advertisements to be present¬ 
ed in the columns of the Sierra 
Madre News. 

It was generally supposed that 
this loan would be considerably 
larger than the second, but the 
amount was smaller instead, be¬ 
ing limited to $3,000,000,000 by 
the terms of an act of congress. 
However, the right is reserved 
to accept oversubscriptions, the 
presumption being that the legal 
path may be cleared. There is 
no question that the money will 
all be needed. 

That Sierra Madre will do her 
part cannot be doubted in view 
of the remarkable record of the 
past year in previous loans, the 
Red Cross and Y. M. C. A. 
drives, and most especially, the 
almost unanimous answer by 
available men to the call to the 
colors. 

Card index records have been 
prepared so that no one will be 
overlooked in this campaign. 
Every family will be expected to 
respond or give a good reason for 
not doing so. It will be a case of 
“if not, why not?” and the re¬ 
turns will be tabulated and kept 
as permanent records. Sierra 
Madre must win her Honor 
Flag. And no one will want to 
he missing from the Honor Roll. 

In view of the magnitude of 
the task, it will be readily seen 
that citizens can perform a pat¬ 
riotic service by coming forward 
with their subscriptions and not 


wait to be sought out and argued 
with.

“ALL KINDS OF THINGS 
FLYING AROUND HERE” 

(From Lient. Charles L. Camp) 

France, Feb. 19, 1918 
Dear Folks: 

I am back with the battery 
now after about a month of 
about every job in the artillery. 
Have been traveling around so 
fast that my bed roll and razor 
haven’t been able to keep up 
with me and I’ve slept in two 
dirty horse-blankets and camped 
in old dugouts wherever 1 could 
squeeze in up along the front 
line. Now I’m itchy all over 
and think I must have the 
mange. Don’t get much sleep 
because it’s too interesting to go 
to bed in the day time and my 
work keeps me up a lot at night. 
Was with the infantry for a 
week and had a fine time with 
them; it’s a great game. Two 
armies sitting on each side of 
“bad land” watching across and 
all kinds of things flying around 
through the atmosphere, and 
fireworks all night to keep each 
other awake. 

Every clear day (and night) 
the airplanes put on a perform¬ 
ance of some kind. The “antis” 
fill the sky with pretty little 
patches of white smoke—while 
the planes duck and dodge and a 
bugle warns all spectators to 
take shelter from falling shrap¬ 
nel (a warning that very few 
pay much attention to). Some¬ 
times a couple of planes will be 
fighting with machine guns 
while the archies are shooting 
at them. There is a fine seat 
out in the trenches that they 
call the “theater,” where you 
can go and watch plane fighting, 
but you sometimes have to use 
a rain check or rather “shell 
check” when the artillery be¬ 
gins. 

My “tin derby” makes my 
head ache and my neck stiff 
after a long walk or ride and 
none of the soldiers think much 
of their helmets. A couple of 
doughboys were overheard talk¬ 
ing on an accident—a shell had 
hit a man directly on the head— 
one said, “I always knowed these 
tin lids were no account any¬ 
how.” Of course, the things 
were designed only for shrapnel 
and splinters. 

We are required to wear so 
many gas masks and other 
equipment that every soldier 
looks like a walking department 
store window. 

Our chaplain is a famous old 
regular # army “padre,” who was 
iti the Spanish war and Mexican 
trouble. The place where he 
lives, a little town near here, still 
has eight women and four old 
Frenchmen who will not leave 
their homes. They have been 
here under shell fire all through 
the war and their houses are 
filled with shell holes. Shrapnel 
has killed their chickens and 
pigs and their horses were taken 
away. 

In one family only two women 
are left—the mother and daugh¬ 
ter. Their eight men folks are 
buried nearby. They have had 
to leave only once and that was 
when 500 Germans marched 
into the village. That night they 
slept in the woods. They had or¬ 
ders to leave a few days ago and 
were feeling pretty bad, when 
they finally were allowed to 
stay. 

The padre asked them why 
they didn’t go away and they 
said that they had no place to 
go. They owned several houses 
and farms which have all been 
destroyed but this one and the 
girl keeps things going now by 
digging in fields which are pitted 
with shell holes. Of course, 
they have gas masks and it is 
funny to watch them try to put 
on the awkward things. They 
are so foolish that they take off

Undivided, enthusiastic loyal¬ 
ty to the United States is the 
absolute requirement of every 
resident of this country now, 
he declared. As President VV il- 
son said, you will either cooper¬ 
ate or obstruct, lie who ob¬ 
structs gives aid and comfort to 
the enemy. He who gives aid 
and comfort to the enemy de¬ 
serves, not to be taken out and 
shot at sunrise, but to be taken 
out right now and strung up un¬ 
der a tree. The applause which 
greeted that statement would 
have sent a shiver up the spine 
of any pro-German who got the 
real force of it.

A FEW WORDS ABOUT THE NEW PUMP 

For several years past the City Water De¬ 
ment operated Well No. 1 pumping plant which de¬ 
livered about 20 inches of water. To meet the in¬ 
creasing demands a pump for w T ell No. 2 was rented 
last year, which enabled the output to be increased 
by 45 inches more, bringing the total up to 65 inches. 

The pump which has now been bought to re¬ 
place the rented pump will deliver about 100 inches, 
This will be all that our present pipe system will be 
able to take care of. Thus the City can dispense 
with the use of pump No. 1 (which will, however, be 
available for emergencies,) thereby saving consid¬ 
erable expense in operation. 

When the new pump is installed ready for opera¬ 
tion the cost will be between $9,000 and $10,000. 
By the sale of a 100-h.p., motor now on hand for 
from $1,000 to $1,200 the expenditure will be only 
about $8,000. 

Through advantageous arrangements, the City 
will make payments of about $750 each month, 
which can be readily met without crippling the City 
finances to meet usual running expenses. 


Sierra Madre has invested in its water works about 
one hundred and fifty thousand dollars. To meet the 
interest and installments of principal of the water bonds, 
keep the system in repair, provide a sufficient emergency 
and working fund, arrange for the needed development 
of the system, are by far the most important subjects to 
come before the Board of Trustees. 


Your water supply is a matter of dollars and cents 
to every owner of a home in the city and touches the con¬ 
venience and comfort of every inhabitant. 

To deal with this as well as with the other matters 
such as streets the city needs the best talent obtainable. 
The selection of a Board of Trustees is an affair of public 
importance into which personalities should enter as little 
as possible. 

Many cities try to provide against a complete or 
nearly complete change in membership of their councils 
or Boards of Trustees, and this is done that new members 
may have the benefit of experience gained by those that 
hold over. 

Two members of the present Board are willing to 
serve again—Messrs. Morton and Evans. It happens 
that each of them has made a special study of the w’ater 
question and has acquired a fund of information of 
which it would seem the city ought to avail itself. Mr. 
Evans knows our labyrinth of water pipes as probably 
no other member of any of our Boards of Trustees has 
•known it; he also has practical knowledge of pumps, en¬ 
gines and motors. Mr. Morton followed for years the 
profession of civil engineer, was chief engineer of an in- 
terurban road in New England, did important work as 
construction engineer in Honolulu and was engaged for 
similar work by the United States government. Of re¬ 
cent years he has been in charge of important mercantile 
affairs. 

For the other two places on the Board, now held by 
Messrs. Dietz and Sperry who are not candidates, new 
men must be chosen. And it would seem that in Col. 
Holabird the city has an exceptional chance for securing 
an excellent servant. He has for many years handled large 
affairs, is a man of ripe experience and highest standing. 
It would seem also that Mr. Mitchell, by reason of his 
experience as a lawyer and business man, ought to prove 
a valuable member. 

Therefore, David F. Morton, Willard A. Evans, W. H. 
Holabird and Robert Mitchell are most respectfully 
recommended by the undersigned to the voters for elec-
